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Investigation demanded 
on racism atSGWU 



Black students at McGUl yes- 
terday strongly condemned the/ 
controversial cartoon- publish- 
ed Nov. 3 by The Paper, a 
weekly organ of Sir George 
Williams University and Loyola 
College evening students, and 
have called for a Federal Gov- 
eminent hivestigation hito rac- 
ismatSGWU. 

The cartoon 'showed two can- 
nibals setUng out for the pro- 
, posed Black Studies program at 
SGWU. Black students at the 
McGill meeting yesterday said 
that they believe the cartoon to 
be an editorial response of The 
Paper to this program. , 

The meeting of about 40 stu- 
dents drew up a statement, 
which said^^ "In our minds, 
there is a very clear connec- 
tion between tUs new manifes- 
tation of racism at SGWU and 
the previous evidences of it 
whfcb appeared Fdi. 11, 1969." 

The statement further calls 
for the firing of the editor of 
The Paper, Wayne Gray, and ot 
the anonymous cartoonist, for 
the suspension of The Paper 
until the issue is settled, and 
for a federal hivestigation bto 
racism at the troubled stSmo\. f^^ 



Cari Pariss, a leading mem- 
ber of the black community at 
IMcGDl, said after the meeting, 
"As far as we are concerned, 
the issue of this racist cartoon 
will not be settled until there 
is a government investigation. 

"It is easy for the SGWU ad- 
mhiistration to fire the editor 
and the cartoonist, because 
th^ thhik that they are liberal," 
he conthiued. "But racism will 
happen again at Sh: George un- 
less there is an hivestigatbn." 

Hie statement released by the 
meetfaig today left no doubt that 
the black students at McGill 
consider the cartoon to be in- 
tolerably racist. "It is an hisult 
to. black people, not only here 
but in the Caribbean, the United 
States, Africa, and around the 
world," charges the statement. 

It continues, "The cartoon b 
a blatant example of the type of 
stereotyped white thbiUng vrtikh 
has brought so much pain and 
suffering to black people over 
the last 400 years." ' 

One person at the meeting 
.commented, "They did us a 
'favour By poblishfaig the cartoon

to graduate and undergraduate societies. 

A decision was made to allocate these funds on a "flexible pro rata basis". This means that 
each of the faculty societies whkh have demanded financial support from Council will be granted 
part of the ^30,000 hi propoitkm to the amount of student fees whkA it contributes to the Students' 
Society. 



The pro rata clause was vigor- 
ously opposed by the smaller fa- 
culties. Their smaller enrolments 
mean that they will recehre less 
than ^^t they conskler necessary. 

Stanley iGoldstehi, Law repre- 
sentatWe on Students' Council, 
stated, "I oppose the principle of 
pro rata distribution because it is 
adverse to the future devdopment 
of the smaller faculties. 

"The consequence of this princi- 



ple", he conthiued. "b that the 
smaller faculties will recehre 
meanhigless, token allocations.".

Professor Santhanam clahned 
that the compromise recommen- 
dations made by the committee of 
students,' which hiduded the 
president of the Loyola Student 
Association, Marcel Nouvet, 
and by Father Malone, were never 
presented to Um offkially by 
Father Malone's offke. Therdore, 
he didn't tUnk he could take them 
seriously. 

The professor stated- that he 
had been gWen unto 4 pm yesterday 
to accept the money, but he re- 
jected the offer, pressbig for 
arbitration histead. 

He thanked students for theh- 
hdp, and expressed the hope that 
none of them would suffer a loss 
of marks because of theh- active 
support for his cause. Otherwise, 
the whole effort would have been 
a complete failure, he dabned. 

Meanwhile, Nouvet formally 
announced his resignatkn to the 
student ' body, stathig that the 
absence of a promise for arbi- 
tration from the administration 
had forced bhn to consider more 
effective ways, of .brfaig uig about 
reforms. Ài^lilli!) f-. 

He is considering joining the 
Loyola Student Movement, a group 
that will be dedicated to bring- 
ing about reforms by disrupting 
normal campus routine.

An attempt was made to both 
pacify faculty societies, which 
threatened to secede if CouncD 
failed to come across with enough 
money and to prevent the Stu- 
dents' Society from putthig itsdf 
m a situation of bankruptcy. , 

In addition to the requests bom 
faculty societies, a ' number of 
other groups addressed Council 
asking for fmancial grants ranging 
from «1,500 to 110,000.

Yesterday's article on the dis- 
ruption of Theatre. I's Anti-gone 
by the Theatre Radical Québécois 
.omitted to mention several im- 
portant facts. 

(1) Theatre I does not hold 
unanimously to any one political 
or theatrical Ideology. They are 
a mixed group of .students and 
teachers, anglophones and French- 
speaking Quebecob. The value 
of their production is the extent 
to which diverse and peiliapis 
contradictory attitudes can co- 
exist and find expression in 
scenes directed by the individuals 
themselves- with little outside in- 
terference from the director.

(3) The fact that actors were 
wUUng.to continue the play and 
discuss the T.R.Q.'s justifica- 
tion of tbelr hitemiption after 
the performance undèrlines the 
open-mindedness with which the 
company approaches its political, 
and creatWe role. This wlllfaig- 
ness brought about a successful 
dialogue in which hopefully both 
groups could express their at- 
titudes and understand each oth- 
er's goals better. Perhaps, if this 
dialogue continues there will 
arise a better understanding of- 
the uses of theatre as more than 
a display-case for talent and 
more than a mouth-piece for a 
politkal power-group.

Quebec est en tr^n de passer par des boule- 
versements rapides.
